Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29. 


SECTION 3. Physicians and midwives shall on or before the 
fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or town 
a correct list of all children born therein during the preceding 
month at whose birth they were present, stating the date and 
place of each birth, the name, if any, of the child, its sex and 
color, and the name, place of birth, and residence of the parents, 
the maiden name of the mother, and the occupation of the father. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of, and other facts relating 
to, the father shall not be stated, except at the request in writing 
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of both father and mother, filed with the return. The fee of the 
physician or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for each birth 
so reported which shall be paid by the city or town where the 
report is made, upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of 
a certificate from the city or town clerk stating that said births 
have been properly reported to him. A physician or midwife 
who neglects to report such lists on or before the fifteenth day of 
the month shall for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five 
dollars. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

The Park Commissioners submit herewith their Eleventh 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1909. 


During the past year the Bath House and Play Ground were 
in almost constant use during the proper seasons, and the Park 
territory surrounding the pond, through which we have several 
miles of foot paths, was also used more than ever before. 


The Bath House shows a record of 5,704 total number of 
baths, of which 691-were of women and girls. The largest 
number in any one day of men and boys was 137, and of women 
and girls, 51. 


Feed for the game and song birds was furnished through the 
winter by the Park Superintendent, and has done much to save 
the lives of the birds and to attract them to this territory. 


Mr. Durgin was appointed by the Selectmen, Superintendent 
of work in suppressing the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths, and 
gave several days time during the season to this problem. 
Additional work was also done as usual in suppressing mosquitoes. 


The Ninth Annual Field Day of the Draper Company 
Employees was held August 14th, and was attended with the usual 
success, both in the way of the large crowds of spectators and 
high quality of the sports provided. 

The largest special items of expense during the year cover 
regrading and new layout of the base ball diamond, and new 
path and steps, with guard rail, through the Adin Street Lot. 
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The Adin Street Lot improvements called for quite an item from 
the general appropriation beyond the credit in the hands of the 
Town Treasurer from the special fund for care. 


The illustrations of points along the foot paths through the 
Park territory in this town report we think will be of interest, 
and several of them taken during the ice storm in 1909 are worth 
preserving in our reports. 


We recommend the usual appropriation of $2,500 for the 
coming year.

We recommend for the coming school year an appropriation 
of $15,000 to cover all regular school expenses; also, that the 
sum of $450 unexpended on the High School Grounds be 
re-appropriated to cover certain work that ought to be done the 
coming season.

School Committee. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 

The sixteenth annual report of the superintendent of schools 
is herewith presented. 

The work of the schools has moved smoothly forward with- 
out interruption from contagious diseases or other disturbing in- 
fluences. The loss of good teachers is always regrettable, but 
certain to occur when Cupid or higher salaries bid for favor. At 
the close of the school year in June, four efficient and highly es- 
teemed teachers resigned for one or the other of these two reasons. 
Two of them had the additional satisfaction of entering that 
Mecca of most New England teachers—the Metropolitan District. 
The resulting vacancies were filled by teachers of both experience 
and training, all of whom are maintaining the high degree of ef- 
ficiency established by their predecessors. 

Just before the schools opened in September, Miss Morse of 
the high school accepted a position paying a higher salary, with 
fewer subjects to teach, and those more to her taste. Miss 
Spaulding, whose reputation as a teacher was established in a 
neighboring town, was secured to fill the vacancy. Before the 
work of the high school was fairly organized for the year, it was 
found that an additional teacher would be necessary, and Miss 
Lucy Day was engaged for ten periods a week. With the teach- 
ing force thus strengthened, it has been possible to give more 
attention to the sciences and advanced mathematics. 

The organization of vocational schools is not so simple a task 
as many supposed it to be three years ago. Nevertheless, various 
experiments are being tried, and much patient and earnest thought 
is being devoted to the subject. Definite and practicable plans 
will ultimately be evolved, but the smaller towns may save much 
time, energy, and expense by making haste slowly during this ex- 
perimental stage. 
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Meanwhile many of our pupils are engaged in various lines 
of industrial activity which seem safe and sane regardless of what 
the final solution of the problem of industrial education may be. 
The ninth grade pupils have a typewriter which is available for 
use whenever they have time to devote to it. By the end of the 
year probably two-thirds of them will have acquired a fair work- 
ing knowledge of the machine. | 


A printing outfit, costing about two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, has been installed, and it is confidently expected that the re- 
sults will justify the expenditure. Miss Smith has fitted herself 
to give instruction in the essentials of the art of printing, and 
the pupils, both boys and girls, are making fine progress. Both 
the printing and the typewriting tend to improve the work in Eng- 
lish. They cultivate neatness, accuracy, and skill. They appeal 
to the mechanical tastes, especially of the boys. There is also 
a sense of the useful and a suggestion of business which may prove 
valuable as a seasoning for some of the more abstract subjects. 


In the spring Miss Smith organized a group of pupils to carry 
on a flower mission garden. The plan and purpose were alike 
commendable, but none of us quite appreciated the magnitude of 
the undertaking. Nevertheless, many beautiful flowers were sent 
to the sick, both at home and in the Milford hospital as well as 
to other friends more remote. -A food sale was held in the fall, 
which netted nearly forty dollars with which to carry on the work 
next season. 


The division of basketry has done good work under the lead- 
ership of Miss Thayer. The occupation proved interesting and 
profitable. It was not easy to secure trained assistants for this 
kind of work, but Miss Thayer has since been giving instruction 
to a class of ladies, and it is understood that they have kindly 
consented to help her organize and conduct the work after the 
manner of the sewing class. 


The sewing class was organized by a committee of ladies of 
which Mrs. Dutcher is chairman. This is the largest group of 
workers, comprising about sixty girls. Miss Edith Badger of 
the domestic science department of the Framingham Normal 
School was secured as instructor, and several ladies are very 
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kindly assisting in this work, each having immediate supervision 
of six or eight girls. 


It seems to me a splendid beginning has been made in these 
various lines of industrial activity. I feel no conceit in saying 
this, for the credit is due to the teachers and to the ladies who 
have rendered such valuable assistance in organizing and carry- 
ing on the work. 


The stamp savings system was introduced into the schools 
in June, and the results have been most gratifying. Two-thirds 
of all the children in the grades have stamp books, and have 
purchased stamps to the amount of $342.23. The net savings 
during five months now invested in stamps amounts to $181.37. 
In addition to this, 39 pupils have opened new savings bank ac- 
counts, and 35 have added to bank accounts previously opened. 
The children are not only encouraged to save, but they are taught 
to spend wisely. 


A vital question with some people during the past year seems 
to have been whether or not our high school fits for college. 
The answer depends entirely upon what interpretation is placed 
upon the question. If a student enters the high school expect- 
ing to devote much of his time and most of his interest to sports 
and pleasures, he is not likely to be prepared for college at the 
end of four years. But on the other hand, if a pupil has done 
creditable work in the grades, and is willing to help himself by 
doing his part in the high school, he will find there all the assist- 
ance he needs to thoroughly prepare himself for college. In the 
last analysis, a student must fit himself for college if he is ever 
really fitted at all. No high school can do it for him, and no high 
school should be expected to. 


There are young people who love knowledge and seek it from 
every source as naturally as plants grow toward the light. These 
should take a college course, if possible, and the high school should 
supply all necessary assistance in the way of equipment, courses 
of study, and instruction. Our high school has done all this. 
But there is a far larger class of young people who will never 
go to college. This is no reason, however, why they may not be- 
come eminently worthy and useful citizens, and these have claims 
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upon the high school equal, at least, to those of the former class— 
claims which should not be ignored either by the public or by the 
high school itself. It is quite as important that the majority be 
fitted for life as that the minority be fitted for college. 


The kind and amount of work which a high school can do 
depends in a large measure upon the willingness of the student to 
help himself, and this in turn depends directly upon home in- 
fluences. The student’s time in school is almost wholly occupied 
in reciting. ‘The amount of time left for study is surprisingly 
small—not much more than an hour a day on the average. It be- 
comes imperative, therefore, for the student to prepare most of his 
lessons outside of school. A minimum of two hours per day of 
earnest, thoughtful home study is positively necessary to satis- 
factory work in the high school; many students will need more 
than two hours. It is hoped that all parents will recognize the 
importance of this matter of home study and insist upon it. 


It may not be out of place to call attention to the expense of 
maintaining a high school. Our annual expense per pupil is 
approximately seventy-five dollars. Students of high school age 
have an average earning capacity of at least two hundred dollars 
per school year of forty weeks. Consequently the total annual 
expense to the family and the municipality is two hundred and 
seventy-five dollars per pupil, or eleven hundred dollars for the 
course. The cost of educating two children would purchase a 
very comfortable home. To the student who makes a wise use of 
his time and opportunities, a high school education is worth all it 
costs, and much more, but mere attendance upon a high school 
which does not result in a high school education is a very ex- 
pensive luxury, especially to the family in modest circumstances. 
Such a family assumes a heavy burden to keep even one pupil in 
the high school for four years, and the responsibility resting upon 
the student is correspondingly great. To waste opportunities 
purchased at such a price and involving so much sacrifice amounts 
almost to an educational tragedy. But without regard to the cir- 
cumstances of the family, high school education is so expensive 
at best that parents should unite with teachers and school officials 
in every effort to secure an adequate return in purposefulness, 
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industry, intelligence, and character. This idea of duty and defi- 


nite responsibility applies with equal force to the higher grades. 

The status of children in the home and in the social organ- 
ization changes from generation to generation, but it is a little 
doubtful if it has even now been settled quite right. It is dif- 
ficult to believe there ever was a time when children spoke only 
when spoken to, and yet the prevailing belief a hundred years ago 
was that children should be seen and not heard. In well governed 
families children really conformed to this doctrine, at least, 
in the presence of their elders. A reaction was natural, but re- 
actions are likely to abound in feeling and to lack in thought- 
fulness. The pendulum has now swung to the opposite extreme 
until in many instances children seem to exert the dominating 
influence in the household. The same attitude may appear in 
school and on the street. 


The old treatment of children was severe and oppressive. 
The new is lax and over indulgent. It is hoped that a happy 
medium is near at hand when kindness and sympathy will be 
judiciously combined with intelligence, firmness, and a due re- 
gard for the child’s permanent welfare as well as his immediate 
pleasure. His permanent welfare demands a good deal of effort 
on his own part. He must have recreation and pleasures, but he 
must also know what work is. He must acquire the power of 
concentrated attention and also a certain degree of fidelity and 
purposefulness. 

These suggestions have been made with only one purpose in 
mind, and that is to secure unity of effort in promoting the moral 
and intellectual welfare of every pupil in town from the kinder- 
garten to the senior class. They have been made with the deep- 
est appreciation of the fine spirit, the kind words, and the hearty 
cooperation of all with whom my duties have brought me into 
contact.

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to de- 
posit any manuscript or printed matter of any kind, whether 
book, pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, 
that contains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If 
each citizen will bear this in mind, and do his share in the 
matter, the library will eventually contain a more complete history 
of our town than can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 


will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the twenty-fourth annual report, and the tenth from the 
new building. 

After eleven years of faithful, devoted, and most efficient 
service, our librarian was granted, because of illness, a leave of 
absence, but she was retained as consulting librarian. We were 
most fortunate in securing Miss Lucy Day as librarian, a young 
lady of our own town, who had assisted in the library work in 
previous years, and whose natural ability and excellent education 
made her well fitted to keep our work up to the usual high 
standard. 

The librarian is greatly aided by the faithful work of the 
janitor, through his ability to take the charge of the desk in her 
absence, and in various other ways. 

The change in electric lighting has been very satisfactory. 
Not only has the decrease in expense almost paid for the cost 
of alteration, but a brighter and more pleasant light has resulted. 

For several years the purchase of a fire-proof safe in which 
to keep the important records and papers of the lbrary, has 
been under consideration, and this year an excellent Herring- 
Hall-Marvin has been installed. Perhaps the importance of this 
step may be more clearly seen when it is remembered that this is 
the only sure way of preserving an account of the number and 
value of the books in the library. 

The stack ordered last year has fully proved the need of it 
by the fact that it is already well filled, and the extra breathing 
space in the history alcove is much appreciated by the librarian. 

Through the generosity of the donor of this building a 
thousand dollars has been added to the Bancroft Fund, increasing

still further the library’s, and through the library, the town’s 
debt of gratitude to Mr. Joseph B. Bancroft. This fund is 
used in purchasing expensive scientific and standard works, 
luxuries which would otherwise be out of the reach of the library, 
and is thus the source of growing enjoyment and use to our towns- 
people.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the third annual re- 
port: 


CIRCULATION. 


The library has been open 302 days for the circulation of 
books, with an average of 74 books each day. The largest cir- 
culation of any one day was 209 books on March 7, which is the 
greatest number on any one day in the history of the library, the 
smallest, 21 books, on August 20. 

Although the total circulation, 22,563 volumes, is the largest 
in the library’s existence, it outnumbers that of last year by only 
twelve books. The per cent. of fiction drawn, 71, is slightly 
less than last year, and the per cent. of one week fiction has de- 
creased greatly from 45 to 28. This is probably to be account- 
ed for by the fact that an effort has been made to place in the 
library the books filling up the gaps in the printed fiction cata- 
logues purchased last year, which seem, by their growing use, to 
amply justify their existence. As these lists were very carefully 
selected, the library has thus increased its fiction by older and 
standard books, rather than by newer and more ephemeral. 


READING ROoM. 


The reading room has been open 302 days, with 8,801 vis- 
itors, an average of 29 each day. Beside the daily opening, on 
the 21 Sunday afternoons there have been 173 readers, an aver- 
age of 8 each Sunday. Though the total numbers of the daily 
and Sunday use of the reading room are smaller than last year, 
the average each day remains the same, owing to the fact that 
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the library was open fewer days. The same thing may be noticed 
in the number of men using the reading room, 2,687, a record 
which shows that the proportion is practically constant from year 
to year. 


Books. 


According to the accession book, the library contained 12,- 
683 volumes, on Dec. 31, 1909. This simply means that the li- 
brary has possessed these books in the course of its history, but as 
many volumes have been withdrawn when worn out, or discarded 
for other reasons, this does not accurately represent the number 
of books now in the library. As the count was established last 
year, as the result of the careful numbering of ten years, we can 
confidently give the figures in each class, and also as a whole, as 
9,984. 


GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS. 


Some progress has been made with the government docu- 
ments. A further clearing out of 60 volumes has been made, 
and various small sets, and odd volumes have been placed in the 
rank and file of our government documents. Most important of 
these is probably the abridged set of

Smithsonian Institution. Bureau of Ethnology—Annual 
reports.” "5 “Y. 


U. S. Department of Agriculture—Special reports. 5 v. 
American Historical Association—Reports. 4 v. 


Seventeen volumes have been secured, partially completing 
the library’s set of the Official Gazette of the Patent Office. 
The current numbers have been added to this set, as to the full 
sets of government documents in the library. 
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WORK WITH THE SCHOOLS. 


The South Hopedale school has been supplied with books for 
use there. Special lists of reading were prepared for the school 
children, (for the summer vacation.) To make the literary way 
a little more flowery, each set of 5 books on a given subject began 
with a story, and led on gradually to the more difficult reading. 
At the completion of a course, the student was given a certificate 
showing the work done, and with a picture of the library at the 
top. The reading was gallantly attacked, but only ten boys and 
girls fought through their whole course, and won their certifi- 
cates. Doubtless, this number will be increased another year, 
and we may say with confidence that the number of children 
using the library grows larger every year, and their choice of 
books better. 


Loca HIsTorY. 


Miss Grace Dutcher has contributed 54 numbers of Our 
Church Home to the library’s collection, but our file is still in- 
complete. 


EXHIBITS. 


The Library Art Club has sent us the following 12 exhib- 
its: Florence; Amiens; Audobon’s prints; Contemporary Art; 
Famous pictures; Florence No. 3; Corot; England, Lake Dis- 
trict ; Italy, rise of architecture; Florence, No. 5; Babies in art; 
One hundred eminent men of all time. 

The work of the schools in drawing was exhibited through 
the month of December. ‘This exhibition was prolonged as it 
proved so pleasant and interesting, both to the scholars them- 
selves, and to their parents and friends. ‘The bright colors made 
the library take on a festival appearance, particularly appropri- 
ate for the Christmas season. Though the exhibit as a whole 
reflected great credit on students and teacher, the work in de- 
sign was particularly noteworthy.
